Supervisors 
Adopt New 
Cost Policy 

The Board ot Supervisors 
recently amended a policy 
adopted by the board in 1968 
concerning the replacement 
of deteriorated, displaced, 
and damaged concrete side¬ 
walks, curbs, and driveways 
to provide that this work 
will he performed in the 
unincorporated area at no 
cost to the property owners. 

According to Supervisor 
Baxter Ward, the current 
policy h.nd ostabli.sihed uni¬ 
form contrrbuulions from 
property owners to t h. e 
County tor the repiacement 
of those roadway faciliities. 
The rates were equivalent to 
approximately 50 per cent 
of the actual replacement 
costs. All other costs in ex¬ 
cess of the established rates, 
includ'uin^ the cost of ap¬ 
purtenant work in the road 
bed, were paid for by tire 
County. 

Total expenditures for this 
program over the past two 
years, indicate tiiat the 
County has been paying ap¬ 
proximately 80 per cent ot 
the total co.st. According to a 
lecent survey of the unin¬ 
corporated area, the cost of 
repair for all of the exi.st- 
ing deteriorated concrete im- 
provement.s is estimated at 
nearly $7 million. Under the 
amended policy, in which 
the County proposes to pay 
lor all of the replacement 
costs, administrative costs 
attributable to assessment 
proceedings such as posting 
notices, conducting hearings 
and .spreading assessment 
costs, will be eliminated.

Had 
more people li.stened to hi.s 
predictions than the prom 
isos of Richard Nixon, the 
sell out of Taiwan would 
never have been accom¬ 
plished.

“Analysis of Sout hern 
California’s business pace 
during November indicates 
ttiat the economy as a 
whole is still expanding, but 
at a slower pace than it has 
in lecc'nt months,’’ said Dr. 

Robert T. Parry, vice presi¬ 
dent and chief economist for 
Security Pacific Bank. 

“Novembers reading, 
while ahead of Iasi year, 
nevertheless marks the low¬ 
est point for Soiuthern Cali¬ 
fornia’s business activ 11 y 
since February of Ihis year," 
he added'.

vember 30. 

“It is our liope the ,300 nt;w 
buses we have ordered will 
he u.sod' .strictly to cxivind 
our services, rather than 
any u.sod as replacement for 
older units,” commen ted 
Thomas G. Neusom, RTD 
president, “But to expand 
.service in such a manner, vzc 
must come up with addi¬ 
tional funding for f-jol, 
m.'iintenanco, and drivers’ 
wages — "Ve are talking 
about a program whicli 
would coist in the noighbod- 
hood of $15 - $20 million.” 

Total expericHture on the 
new biKses will be $14,400,- 
000, of wliicih the federal Ur¬ 
ban Ma.ss Transit Adminis¬ 
tration funds two - thirds, 
while the RTD contributes 
one-third. Neu-som empha¬ 
sized that the tiu.ruT.s Py law 
can only be spent on p'.ir- 
chase and dnot operating ex- 
pen.se.s.
